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A Modern Coal Digger 

ID ECENTLY I saw the largest coal shovel in the 
'^'^ world. It is being made use of at the strip coal 
mining project of the Northern Illinois Coal Corpo- 
ration near Wilmington, IlL, sixty miles southeast of 
Chicago on Illinois concrete highway No. 4. This 
coal shovel is different from the ordinary kitchen 
variety of coal shovel, in two ways. 

1st, it operates itself. 2nd, it handles 12 cubic yards 
of material at one shovelful. Its '^dipper stick" is 60 
feet long. A six-foot man can stand erect in the inner 
precincts of the dipper. 

Traveling on four caterpillar type tractors, one 
under each corner of its gigantic steel framework, this 
mechanical behemoth moves across the surface of a 
coal vein 8 miles long and 1 miles wide, buried be- 
neath thirty feet of sandy soil, and reveals to the light 
of the sun this virgin coal. 

Forty years ago this Wilmington mining district 
supplied the coal for Chicago firesides, but had to be 
abandoned because of the double difficulty that the 
seam was too thin for the most effective shaft oper- 
ation and the overburden of soil was too deep for 
strip mining by the implements of that day. 

So, with the aid of modern science and invention. 
The Northern Illinois Coal Corporation conceived 
and built a shovel that enables them to uncover the 
vein of coal, profitably. 

This shovel makes it possible to load forty thou- 
sand tons of coal monthly, and in excess of 95 per 
cent of the coal present in the seam will be recovered, 
as against a maximum of 65 per cent from shaft 
operations. 

A second (smaller) steam shovel actually digs out 
the coal, after the large shovel has laid the vein bare. 

When the present plant has served its full purpose, 
more dirt will have been handled than did the digging 
of the Panama Canal entail. It is estimated that the 
task will last for from thirty to thirty-five years, and 
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the output will be in the neighborhood of 1,000,000 
tons of coal annually. 

Think of the minutes required to develop this steel 
monster. But, think of the hours — months— years, 
of invaluable service embodied in its mechanism. 

As I considered its Aladdin4ike characteristics, I 
remembered R-W and some of the things its engi- 
neers and craftsmen are providing the builders of the 
Twentieth Century. Among the newer modern im- 
plements of R-W are Doors and Door Hardware for 
Airplane Hangars, and Electrical signal devices for 
Elevators, mentioned in this issue of DooR-Ways.

bedded in the cement floor. The top roller which 
steadies and guides the doors is dust-proof and ball- 
bearing. The bottom roller which supports the 
weight, likewise is dust-proof and ball-bearing. This 
bottom roller is pivoted in a roller bearing to take the 
radial load and also has a roller bearing to take the 
vertical load. The bottom roller is adjustable, verti- 
cally. The housings are made of malleable iron. 
Both top and bottom wheels have turned or machin- 
ed treads. 

All bearings are fitted with Alemite Oilers. The 
hinges of the single swinging doors attached to either 
jamb are R-W No. 1035 Industrial hinges, 48 inches 
long. The other hinges are R-W No. 1040 Industrial 
hinges. These doors are 2^ inches thick and are 
hinged together in pairs. 

Note that entrance may be gained through either 
of these swinging doors without opening the main 
doorway. Also a small wicket door is provided for 
ready entrance. The doors are opened by sliding 
them around the front corner inside the hangar so 
that they stand alongside the side wall. 

Architects Bill &l Traber designed the Hangar, 
which was built by Contractor J. E. Hathman. The 
Hardware was furnished by Renie Hardware Com- 
pany, all of Columbia, Mo. 

The accompanying illustrations give a detailed im- 
pression of the principal hardware members of this 
doorway equipment. These two installations provide 
a representative impression of R-W's preparedness 
to provide doorway equipment for hangars of any 
description.

nPHE fortitude and resourcefulness of revolutionary pio- 
neers mark the pages of history associated with the old 
Presbyterian Church of New Providence, N. J., a doorway 
of which is pictured on our front cover.

At length it was decided the church was too small and an 
addition was commenced in 1773. This was much larger but 
fate decreed that it should be nearly nine years before it w^as 
completed. The Revolution interfered with the work. 

In the meantime the unfinished building was used for wor- 
ship and during one of the old time long sermons in 1778 
the gallery gave way and dropped a goodly number of people 
down on the worshipers below. Strange to say, no one was 
seriously injured. 

All felt that this was a special act of Providence and the 
name of the church was changed from **The Presbyterian 
Church of Turkey"— to **The Presbyterian Church of New 
Providence." The community became known far and wide 
as New Providence and eventually secured its charter in that 
name.
